NEW BRUNSWICK TRAGEDY. 


Ante-eMoitem Statement of Prof. 
Garland--Possibility of He 
Recovery--Condition 
of His Wite. 


[New York Tribune. } 


The latest information in regard tothe 
tragedy in New Brunswick, N. J., on 
Monday, is that Prof. Garland will sur- 


vive the terrible injuries which he in-. 


flicted upon himself. On Monday even- 
ing the physicians were so confident that 
he would die that they paid no attention 
to him, but gave their service to his 
wounded wife. An examination was 
made of the professor at a late hour. It 
was found that there was a bullet hole 
in the right temple, just back of the eye, 
which was protruded and discolored by 
the bullet; that the larynx was cut, the 
windpipe being partly severed; and that 
the top of the skull was broken in, the 
pieces of the skull pressing on the brain 
and causing the comatose coudition of 
the professor which was mistaken for 
death, 

As soon as the pieces were removed 
the professor returned to consciousness. 
He first inquired as to the condition of 
his wife, and seemed to be pleased when 
assured that she would not die. . The 
wounded man asked Coroner Kibbe not 
to permit any one to go to his store, and 
told him that he had written a letter be- 
fore doing the deed and had placed it in 
his desk. Dr. Baldwin then sewed to- 
gether he cuts in the throat, including 
the windpipe, and made a closer exami- 
nation of the skull. He found that the 
‘‘dura mater’ was unbroken. The hole 
in the outer skull was about two inches 
in diameter, When the professor fired 
the shot he held the revolver off from his 
head about a foot distant and above it, 
so that the bullet descended to bis head 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. The 
other bullet lodged in the bed. The bul- 
let did not touch the brain, but its exact 
location has not yet been ascertained. 
The following is the ‘“‘ante mortem” 
statement of Prof. Garland, made to 
Coroner Kibbe: 

Iam conscious, and realize the danger 
of my condition; I was in my store this 
forenoon till 12 o’clock. I knew that 
my wife and children were going to 
leave me, and were then moving every- 
thing out of my house. These thoughts 
frenzied my mind, and just before twelve 
o'clock, I wrote the following note, and 
left it in my desk: 

FRIDAY, Sept. 20. 

My mind is distracted. My wife and 
children are taking all and leaving me. 
It is hard after all these years o! toil, to 
see everything taken from me, especially 
my children, whom I love; but their 
hearts have been set against me by their 
mother, who has taught them to despise. 
Oh! God, what shall Ido? Have mercy, 
oh, Lord, upon me, and eae me. Oh! 
Lord, help me! I am left all alone; no 
home, no friends.)s My wife has done 
her worst to kill me publicly, and told 
lies all over; of course the community 
believe her. Ihave not told my story, 
nor shall I, for the sake of my os 


I then locked my store and went to 
my house. I found my wife in the 
kitchen and fired a revolver at her. She 
kneeled before me and rais3d her hands, 
and I fired at her again, and I think she 
fell over on the floor, I fired the third 
time and tried to fire the fourth time. 
but the revolver missed going off. I 
then went up stairsto my room and 
locked the door, and fired at myself three 
times, only one shot taking effect. Then 
I took my penknife and cut my throat 
until the blade broke, and I dropped the 
knife on the floor. Thinkin 
effected my purpose, I looked around to 
find something to strike myself with. 
Finding nothing in my room, I unlocked 
the door and went through the hallway 
to enother room, aud found a hammer. 
I then staggered back to e room and 
locked the door, and struck five or six 
heavy blows on my head, and remember 
nothing after that. I am sorry for what 
I have done, and hope oe wife will re- 
cover and forgive me, as I forgive her. 
I could not bear the thought of having 
no home and being descrted by my chil- 
dren. It would have been better if I 
had stayed away from the house, this 
would not have happened. Now, under- 
stand that family and business troubles— 

rincipally family—have caused this. 

y wife accused me of infidelity to her. 
That isnot true. I solemnly swear be- 
fore God that I have never had the 
slightest intimacy with any woman other 
than my wife, since my marriage to her. 
I have large sums of money owing to me 
that I cannot collect. I was to pay Mr. 
Gordon, a music dealer in Fourteenth 
street, New York, $300 to-day at noon, 
but I could not getit. My wife wanted 
to take the children from me, I asked 
that they have a voice in the matter and 
they all decided against me. All they 
asked was that they be permitted to come 
and see me, and, if not, I would go and 
see them. “My wife has told lies about 
me to Mayor Conover. She would sneer

had no business there. ButI have not 
disgraced myself. My wife has accused 
me of coming home drunk. That is not 
true. - I have stayed out late at night, 
and have sorétimes been in bad compa- 
ny. Ido notbelieve my wife has been 
unfaithful to me. 

Prof. Garland ta'ked the greater part 
of Monday night, taking twosbort naps 
jast before daylight yoserdas He made 
no allusion to his wife during the nigiit 
and requested that no one be allowed to 
enter his house except his physician and 
a iew others whom he named. At noon 
yesterday Dr. Baldwin stated that the

only one in'a hundred. His eyesight is 
affected, and he cannot see any one ex- 
cept they stand directly in front of him.

In breeding rabbits the location should 
be high: Lewand sWampy ground 1s 
fatal to rabbits;rough, rocky or sandy 
ground, covered with busbes i3 just the 
spot. A piece éufficiently lurge. should 
be inclosed witha picket fence, or point- 
ed boards are- better; have it close enough 
to exclude vermin and prevent the escape 
of young rab vita, The boards should be 
driven into the proved to the depth of 
three or four hes. Rabbits seldom 
burrow when fhey have a plentiful sup- 
ply of their natural food. I think that 
when rabbits ane addicted to burrowing 
or gnawing that starvation is the cause. 
An essential part of ths project is to have 
twoor three ynderground harbors. A 
large, strong box, entirely buried, with 
un entry extending a few feet off, is as 
good asany. In case of any unusual 
noise, the rabbits will instinctively re- 
treat to this refuge.

USE OF FALL SOWN RYE. 


If it were generally. known that rye is 
one of the most valuable crops whiclican 
be produced in any country, it would find 
at least a limited place upon nearly every 
farm in the country. hen wé gay Crop 
we mean totake it at every stage of its 
growth, and to include every part of it, 
irom the tiny roots to the straw that 
goes into the thatch upon the roof. It 
must be planted when there is but little 
other work to do, and at atime when, in 
the preparation of the ground, all grow- 
ing weeds are destroyed before their 
seed mature. The rapid and vigorous 
growth of the rye does not leave a place 
to be occupied by the little weeds, which 
are ready et all simes to spring up and 
choke out most other erops. . When 
sown early in September and followed 
with enough rain to give iteelf a start, 
rye will produce a Jarge amount of fall 
pasture for stock. Cows Jove it and dou- 
ble the profits of the dairy when trans- 
ferred from the bare pastures of autumn 
to feast uponits rich verdure. Young 
stock grow rapidly upon it and get into 
such condition as to be able to go through 
the winter m a much better pe than 
those with sides lees extended with full- 
ness of fleshto carry them through the 
pinching times food.

tion that the supply of this fragrant 
fruit will be more abundant than an 
previous year, if its peculiar region sha 
escape the storms, which the learned prc- 
fessors threa‘en us with. 
So far as we know, the largest orange 
groves in the world are now to be found 
in siana. 
The largest are those of Braddish 
Johnson and Effingham Lawrence, of 
Plaquemines parish, and that of Gard 
und Guthrie, of lower Lafourche: the 
last contains over 125 acres, just coming 
into bearing. This is anew region, as 
the extensive orange groves have been 
confined to Plaguemines heretofore. 
Small orchards are found in all lower 
Louisiana, but Dr. Gard was tempted to 
plant so extensively by witnessing the 
wonderful growth and productiveness of 
the trees on tbe lower Lafourche. He 
has one tree larger in circumferance by 
eight inches than a flour barrel. This 
tree is over forty feet high, and it is sow 
sixty yearsold. Its fruit will selfnow, 
to be gathered when ripe, for fully $100. 
For several years past it has produced an 
income of $50 to $75 ayear. A tree in 
Cameron parish produced last year 
8,000 marketable oranges, which brought

1 think you 
have treated me wrong in this matter, and I 
want you to come out and let us have an 
understanding about it.’ He came toward 
me but did noteay anyihing. Whenhe had 
got about half way to the door, he put his 
hand behind him asif to draw a weapon, 
and then I drew and shot at him. The 
trouble arose about the charge he made me 
for some cabbages I had bought this morn- 
ing.’’ 

W. A, FULLER’S ACCOUNT. 

A reporter of Tae CONSTITUTION saw Mr, 
Fuller at his ttore aid had the following 
statement from him: 
“I was inthe ofliee writing this morning 
when one of my clerks came to me and said 
that he hed had some words with Mr. Ta- 
tum about some apples that Tatum had ta- 
ken out of the barrels in front of the store, 
and that Tatum had replied that he was a 
gentleman, bat that neither Inor my clerks 
were. I told this clerk not to have anything 
to say to him as he seemed to want a diffi- 
culty. I soon aftercame tothe front door 
and outupon the side-walk, and told Mr, 
Tatum that the clerk did n’t understand the 
understanding between him and r 
that he was ent‘tled to take @ little snatch 
of anything he wanted about the store. He 
asked we if he was not an honorable man. 
I replied to him that he always paid his 
dibts. He then asked me if he was not an 
tonorable man in every particu ar. 1 asked 
him the same qu:siion about myself. He 
eaid “‘ro,’”’? and then Isla p:d his iaws 
with my open hand, ani bomped his head 
against the house. Ithen came back to 
the store and went to writing again at the 
desk. He went into his store, anda little 
while aftercame toay dvoorand said he 
wanted to see me. I started totbe front 
door, but when [ got atout half 
way I Faw that he had

Editors Constitution: 

Information having reached me of the dis\ 
eharge of a t case of cruel'y to ani- 
mals in Atlanta, on account of what is term- 
ed the inefficiency of the existing law, I 
w rite to express as Sagar that £0 simple 
&lawas the one for the “prevention of 
cruelty fo arimals,” as p by the last 
legislature, should be misunderstocd or 
aistorted. The paragraph in the paper runs 
thus, “‘The negro Nathan Brown, who was 
c ed with cruelty to h's horse, was up 
before Justice McvLonnell yesterday. The 
section of law under which he was arraign- 
ed was found to be totally’, inadequate 
to convict of the charge, and he 
was released. The next legislature should 
either abolish oramend it. Asitis it re- 
mains a dead letter.’’ 
Now, I have in. my posession the bill 
drawn up by myself, and almosta fac simile 
of the laws of other states aud count ies — 
passed hy the last legislature, signed by the 
governor, and the s‘ate seal affixei. J have 
consulted many lawyers, who have told me 
that the law as it stood was very compre- 
hevsive and efficient. Why should it have 
been found efficient in Thomasville, as 
proved by a decision of Jadge Hepkins 
three months ago, and a “dead letter’ in 
Atlanta? If the law be so misunderstood, 
I will take the precaution on my return of 
having it reprinted and framed in every 
court house in the State of Georgia, in fact 
it would seem necessary to do so. It is 
scarcely credible that an effort to protect 
and enforce justice to our helpless and at 
least inoffensive friends and companions, 
and especially to our most faithful and use- 
ful friend and servant, the horse, should 
meet with opposition and antagonism, but

A 
highly scientific test is being made in all its 
details, one that will be very valuable to 
our board ef water commissioners, and 
citizens, as well as the public at 
large, and the result will, we have no rea- 
son to fear, b2 creditable to the Holley com- 
pany, as well as a guarantee that we have 
fiast class water woiks. Mr, Scowden has 
an able corps of assistants with hint, who 
relieve each other at stated intervals, and 
the above observations are being very care- 
fully chronicled. 


THE RESERVOIR. 


To relieve the minds of those who enter- 
tain doubts as to the capacity of the reser- 
voir, we learn from r. owden that 
the water during the past two 
days has risen at the rate of an inch per 
day. During this period the engines have 
beep hard at work, and pumping out not 
less than 2,000,000 gallons per day. The late 
trials have fully demonstrated that the wa- 
ter supply to the reservoirexceeds 3,000,000 
allons per day, even during the dry season. 
‘he engines will be at work all day to-day.
